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SYNOPSIS  &’  EVIDENCE 
JAPAN 


1,  Prosecution  Document  Ho.  8006,  the  affidavit  of  Major  Thomas  H,  Hewlett, 
s-orn  to  2  October  1945,  is  offered  for  identification.  The  narked  excerpts 
f  om  this  affidavit  arc  no’’’  offered  in  evidence.  This  affidavit  describes 
the  brutal  treatment  of  prisoners  of  mr  in  lamp  iTo.  17,  Fu’cuoka,  at  which 
Major  He-lntt  -.'as  senior  medical  officer  during  his  internment,  and  gives  the 
folio-  ing  instances!  - 

(A)  Narine  Corporal  Jares  G.  Pavlokos  -'as  confined  in  the  guardhouse 
in  December,  194?,  on  a  charge  of  theft,  •  -ithout  food  for  a  noriod 
of  approximately  35  days,  at  the  end  of  which  period  he  died  of 
starvation.  Deponent  examined  tho  body  and  estimates  that  the  weight 
of  deceased  had  gone  dc-n  from  170  pounds  to  55  pounds  at  the  tine  of 
death . 

(B)  Private  Noah  C.  Heard  -rs  executed  in  May,  1944,  by  bayonetting 
for  t’-.c  repeated  offense  of  theft  of  food. 

(C)  Corporal  Walter  Johnson  was  confined  in  the  guardhouse  in 
April,  1945,  for  talking  to  a  Japanese  civilian  minor.  Ho  was  per¬ 
mitted  no  food  and  was  subjected  tc  severe  beatings  day  and  night  as 

a  result  of  -hich  he  died.  Deponent  examined.  the  ’x>dy  after  death  and 
saw  ma^y  signs  of  severe  beatings. 

(l>)  P-.-ivato  Willi.*.:  II.  Kni  ;ht  'as  confined  in  tho  guardhouse  in  May, 
1945,  for  stealing  a  bun  in  the  mess  hall.  He  was  subjected  to  repeated 
boatings  and  torture,  and  died  after  about  fifteen  days.  Deponent  was 
r.ot  permitted  to  e:eaminc  tho  body  but  is  of  the  opinion  that  tho  ran 
died  of  starvation,  possibly  complicated  by  pneumonia. 

(E)  P  ’ivato  Worldly  was  placed  in  the  guardhouse-  in  the  spring  of 

19 4 ^  for  ’laving  a  small  piece  of  zinc  in  his  possession.  After  death, 
an  examination  of  his  body  by  deponent  indicated  that  death  was  tho 
result  of  beatin  .  Mon  in  the  guardhouse  were  beaten  -ith  a  2M  x  4" 
about  the  length  of  a  baseball  bat, 

(F)  In  March,  1944,  two  prisoners  of  war  -ore  placed  in  the  guardhouse 
and  forced  to  kncol  for  long  neriods  cf  time  on  barboq  as  a  result  of 
■hich  thoy  developed  gangrene.  It  -as  necessary  to  amputate  both  feet 
of  one  prisoner,  and  three  toos  of  tho  othor, 

(G)  Deponent  ’.as  confined  to  the  guardhouse  for  six  days  in  October, 
1944,  for  submitting  a  written  complaint  to  the  Japanosc  doctor  con- 
corning  sick  men  who  wore  forced  to  work  in  tho  mine. 
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(H)  During  two  years  in  this  camp  the  medical  department  was  issued 
only  sufficient  Red  Cross  medicines  to  care  for  five  hundred  men  for 
three  months,  although  the  carp  rcachod  the  total  population  of 
Ecooncnt  performed  135  major  operations  without  gloves  and  with  in- 
ad  count  c  instruments. 


Prosecution  Document  Ho.  8022,  the  affidavit  of  1st  Lt.  Jonn  H,  Allen 
3  -ora  to  30  December  1945,  is  offered,  for  identification.  The  marked  oxccrpts 
therefrom  ave  no*’  offered  in  evidence.  This  affidavit  is  an  eye-  itacss 
account  of  the  execution  by  boyonetting  of  Pvt.  Hoah  C.  Heard,  previously 
referred  to  in  Prosocution  Eocuncnt  Ho ,  006,  Deponent  ’Itncsscc.  the  execution, 

•  ’  ich  tor,!:  *xlccc  rrithout  trial,  :from.  the  vine’ or  of  a  nearby  building.  The 
Japanese  guards  formed  a  scri-circlo  abound  the  prisoner  "ho  was  dazed  from 
repeated  beatings,  and  ba-onetted  him  as  ho  sat  on  the  ground.

This  affidavit  describes  tho 
brutal  treatment  of  a  nrisonor  of  war  at  Sendai  Camp  Ho.  IB  on  4  February  1^45 • 
The  prisoner  was  in  r  very  we.?'*  condition  resulting  from  beriberi  end  mal¬ 
nutrition  and  as’-cd  to  see  the  -  cdical  of  ic or.  or  ..unon  no  ms  noc..Gd  do’.*n 

It/  a  Japanese  military  guard  and  kickod  in  the  stomach  while  lying  on  tho 
ground.  H,  died  that  evening,

excerpts  therefrom  arc  now  offered  in  evidence.  T’.iis  affidavit  describes  con¬ 
ditions  in  prisoner  of  war  ere  ps  at  Ho j i  and  at  Hakodate  :.o,  1,  At  uUo  ..oji 
Hosnital  thar-  *vrc  ICO  owisoners  and  during  tho  t**o  months  that  deponent 
••  s'  -  nati.nt  about  fifty  of  these  died,  chiefly  from  lack  of  nedical 
-tt  ntion.  At  Hakodate  Cairo  Ho.  1  denon^nt  saw  the  killing  of  a  Dutch  prisoner 
•'•ho  had  boon  accused  by  the  Japanese  guards  of  theft,  the  Dutch  prisoner  was 
con  'in  c*  in  the  guardroom  ’  Ithout  food  and  every  ft/*’  hours  he  was  tak  n  from 
the  cell  and  beaten  by  tho  guards  1th  fists,  sticks  and  belts.  After  a  few 
days  the  prisoner  died. 

The  deoonent  as  severely  bco.ten  'yy  the  Japanese  guards  for  reusing  to 
order  prisoners  to  nerfom  work  for  which  they  were  unfit. 

Th.  nrisoners  at  this  ca mo  *.'c*'c  employed  in  the  liuroran  St  cc  1  3orks 
••bich  nr educed  steel  for  making  gun  barrels.  Collective  punishments  were 
imoosod  on  tV  nrisonors  for  minor  off  uses  by  'orcing  the  entire  camp  to 
stand  on  na radc  all  night  an d  then  go  to  work  the  next  morning.

Thi.3  renert  relates  to  the  treatment  of 
ca.ptvu’cd  Hied  air-' on  in  tho  Pastern  Military  District  of  Japan.  Pror.  this 
docur.'.ont  —hich  vas  -..Titten  by  the  Japanese  uthoritics  t  .cnsolvcs,  it  appears 
that  Allied  airr.on  -cro  treated  -ith  great  brutality.  The  report  states  at 
the  hotter',  of  page  2,  as  folio- -ss  -

courts-'-arti  >.I  •  a*oc  one,  if  thej  rcrc  aoqv  1  eted,  they  -ere  interned  in 
the  F07  c  :« 0  and  Pre-bed  as  ordinary  I'CTJ.  Ha -over,  before  these  steps 
•ar  teJeon  the-  at.  first  -ore  detained  in  the  guardhouse  of  the  Eastern 
I'i1  itar-  Felice  Or.it  He-deuartors  as  suspected  violators  of  nilitary 
regulations  During  the  oar  tod  of  detention  there  -ere  17  deaths."

.-ithout  trie!  due  to  the  fact  that  th  Japanese  airy  personnel  -ere  too  busy 
preparing  defence  operations  against  th-  intensified  air  raids  and  anticipate 
an  invasion  by  U,  S.  forces  and  that  the  Judicial  Lcnr.rtre.nt  tt.s  too  busy  •:1th 
cases  of  violation  of  military  discipline. 

7,  Prosecution  Document  ilo.  2662,  Part  27,  the  report  of  the  Japanese 
Investigation  Committee  relating  to  Prisoners  of  r'ar  dat.d  27  March,  1946, 
is  of^c^  d  in  evidence.  This  report  confirms  the  st  .tor.cnt  in  Prosecution 
Document  No,  2662,  Part  24,  that  of  the  forty-nine  captured  airmen  t.-o:. -ere 
executed  by  order  of  a  corn- mart i  1  and  si::  died  of  injuries  raid  i. .losses, 
but  indicates  (page  5,  annexed  t’e-et  No.  1)  that  th.  number  ox  airmen  ’ho 
..Cro  other-iso  executed  -..t.s  actually  forty-on-  instead  of  thirty-eight.  The 
renort  rlso  states  (nar-gr'nh  0,  1,  2  and  ~,  pages  27  and  2S)  that  La .  Genera! 
C’cidr  S-  iji,  the  Military  Police  Commandant,  in  Jun.,  194%  issued  a  message 
to  each  Military  District  Polico  Headquarters  advising  they',  that  if  captured 
airmen  could  not  be  disposed  of  immediately  by  covrts-nartir!  perhaps  other 
methods  night  u-iavoidabiy  be  used.

Medical  arranger.! onto  wore  very  bad.  booonont  was  of  the-'wrfaA‘?n  that 
tho  Japanese  could  have  made  things  very  much  better  if  they  had  wanted  *o, 

Tho  Japanese  non-'cirmissionod  officers  v'ho  hod  no  knowledge  of  medicine  could 
ovoirulo  tho  Dutch  medical  of  floors  '’he  wero  looking  aflxrr  tho  pris’vners. 

Ch  7  August  1945,  about  ninety  to  a  hundred  3ritish  officers  were  bcatan 
”ith  bamboo  polos  and  sticks  because  the  senior  officer  had  attempted  to  see

The  prisoners  at  this  camp  ’.-ere  compelled  to  •  ork  in  various  Osaka 
steel  plants  raking  parts  for  tanks,  trucks  and  ships,  and  also  as  stevedores 
they  lorded  -nd  unloaded  ammunition,  trn!c  marts,  plane  parts,  rifles  :nd  other 
military  equipment.  The  camp  \.r s  -.ithin  a  fc  •  blocks  of  -r.rchcuscs,  ferries 
-nd  piers  at  -hich  men  of  -or  .frequently  ’..-cro  tied  up.  The  camp  -./as  not 
marked  and  m.  s  -.’iped  out  -ith  the  surrounding  area  in  a  B-29  r.  id  in  June  1945. 

The  affidavit  stages  that  beatings  -era  a  very  common  procedure.  Deponem 
-ms  severely  beaten  at  least  t-enty-five  tines  during  his  sta’r  at  this  coup* 
Over  95  ncr  cent  of  the  prisoners  r. chived  a  severe  beating  at  one  time  or 
another.  About  t-enty-five  or  thirty  prisoners  had  their  cc.r  drums  broken  by 
bio: ‘3  on  the  head.

At  least  t  -o  or  three  men  in  the  earn  -’ere  hit  daily  -ith  s-ords  in 
scabbards,  rifles,  stic!:s  or  an y  ether  -canon  handy  at  that  time.  *** 

The  average  number  of  con  in  our  c-mn  "as  bet -con  650  aid  700  men. 

Of  these,  about  120  or  mere  men  died  in  the  2£  years  "e  more  interned 
at  Honcho.  Host  of  the  deaths  occurred  from  pneumonia,  beriberi  or 
dysentery. 

About  15  of  the  deaths  in  the  camp  '..are  due,  I  believe,  to  forcing 
the  men  to  -or!:  mhilu  sic1:  and  vhilo  giving  then  no  medical  attention,"

The  affidavit  states  that  the  prisoners  wore  put  to  work  in  a  coal  mine 
where  conditions  were  very  bad.  There  was  a  lot  of  rater  in  the  nine  and 
the  roof  was  dangerous.  On  one  occasion  the  roof  fell  in  and  caused  tv/o  or 
three  deaths.  Tho  non  wore  forced  to  work  ten  hours  a  day  and  on  one  occasion 
went  for  twenty-one  days  without  rest. 

Affiant  states  (page  l):- 

a.  "In  the  wintertime  the  cold  was  intonso  and  no  were  given  very 
thin  blankets  which  did  not  keep  us  warm.  In  consequence,  there 
were  a  number  of  cases  of  pneumonia  and  five  or  six  Australians 
died  from  pneumonia.
